League roll—Oamden, Trenton, Philadel- 
phia, Bristol, 
New York, 
Burlington, 


Wilmington and Conshohocken are the 
towns included in 
the 
circuit. 
The 


last three mentioned are ex-American 
League clubs and are good towns to 
play in, but in order to enthuse the 
people and get them to turn out the 
Nationial League should see to it that 
teams are put 10 these places capable of 
holding up their ends. The old circuit of 
the league is too well known to go into de- 
tail. 
Ever since the National League has 


been in existence Philadelphia has been 
represented year in and year out by teamB 
that have been the softest kinds of marks 
for the rest of the clubs. That city should 
and undoubtedly will support a winning 
team in the big league, but unless a club 
is placed there the magnates might as 
well go elsewhere for a financial invest- 
ment. 
It is said that Frank Morgenweck, man- 


ager of last years' Philadelphia club, will 
have a team thin season that will success- 
fully cope with them all. Who the men 
are is not announced, but it IB hoped that 
they are players who have had experience 
in the big league. 


As to the probable line-up of the other 


clubs, almost all the old teams will have 
practically the same men, with an addi- 
tional change here and there. 
Burling- 


ton, Wilmington and Oonshohooken, the 
new comers in the National League, are 
the towns to which the basket ball public 
is directing its eyes. Charles S. Keber 
who will run Burlington thia season, says 
that he will have several National League 
Btars, which, with the pick of the players

jamin Lee, secretaiy of the Stale Boaid, 
sent the following letter to the Bristol mill 
owners and its suggestions have bceu com- 
plied with: 


Philadelphia, Sept. 11. 


The continued prevalence of smallpox in 


the borough of Bristol for so long a timo 
leads the State Board of Health to feel it to 
bo its duty to urge the importance of gener- 
al vaceination both for the protection of the 
local community and of the entire State. 
I 


beg therefore to suggest to you the import- 
ance ot using your influence with your em- 
ployees for this object, A notification should 
be issued to your people that an employee 
unvacciuated within a certain number of 
days will be suspended until the epidemic 
is at an end. This course has been taken at 
my Suggestion in manufactories in other 
towns employing large numbers of haudi. 
The slight inconvenience with the interrup- 
tion of work on the part of a few hands 
might cause, would be as nothing in com- 
parison with Ihe disaster to you should 
smallpox occur among your employees. 


Should auy of your people become infect- 


ed, the disease might spread like wild fire 
through the whole body, unless protected by 
vaccination. 
Tfie borough of Biistol has 


certainly been very derelict in not heeding 
the advice of Ihe Slate Board of Health when 
the disease first made its appearance in the 
State in epidemic form and erecting a small- 
pox hospital. They pleaded poverty as an 
excuse; no doubt this is to some extent true 
II occnrs to me that it would be good econo- 
my on the part of the wealthy mill owucis 
in Bristol to themselves erect such a hospi- 
tal and either present or lease it to the bor- 
ough. The avoidance of necessary expense 
in dealing with an epidemic of smallpox is 
the falsest of false economy. 
It is saving at 


the spiggot while tne bunghole is open.

A well known hunter and taxidermist 


tells this story of personal experience 
In South Africa; It goes far beyond dls-

Arriving at one of I 
.ouster bills 


of the white ant, I climUa upon It and 
raised my observation gK.sses to my 
eyes for a careful survey of the region. 
My flist glance showed me, arising 
from the dead level of tho plain be- 
yond, two objects, each having the 
form of a capital S. These I knew 
were the heads and necks of two os- 
tiiches. Though 1 believed they had 
sighted me, I remained Immovable un- 
til their necks were suddenly drawn 
down to the level of the tops of the 
bushes which screened their bodies. 
Then I knew for a certainty that they 
were aware of my presence and would 
make a quick retreat. 


"Without losing an Instant's time 1 


ran to the spot where the birds had 
been standing and found their tracks. 
These I followed as far as they were 
distinguishable and then took a course 
which I believed the birds would nat- 
urally follow. No sooner had I reached 
the top of the ravine than I saw one of 
the ostriches climbing the side bill. Es- 
timating the distance, I took sight and 
fired.
